Giv e Full Picture 


Lee Cou nty Health Depart­

of water samples taken 
from Rock River more than 
two weeks ago indicate sew­

mild

Beach to heavy at two places 
near Grand Detou r. 
In another developm ent in the 
river pollu tion story, a Dixon State 
School official said the school’s old 
sewage treatm ent plant has been 
placed back in operation, and the 
institu tion no longer is du mping 
raw sewage into the river. 
The health departm ent officials— 
Dr. Robert Miles, acting director, 
and Ben Boyd, sanitary engineer 
em phasized that the tests on the 
w ater sam ples do not give a com ­ 
plete pictu re of river pollu tion, be­ 
cau se of differences which may ex­ 
ist in the w ater between the chan­ 
nel and relatively still areas and 
the fact that only a few sam ples 
(six) w ere taken. 
Report on Samples 
However, laboratory tests indi­ 
cated “ definitely heavy sewage pol­ 
lu tion” in sam ples taken ju st down­ 
stream from G rand Detou r and 
near the mou th of Pine Creek. 
“ Definite sewage pollu tion” was 
reported in the sam ple taken a 
short distance downstream from the 
sewage ou tlet at the State School. 
Samples taken near the mou th of 
Seven-Mile Branch, in the Lowell 
Park 
swimming 
area 
and 
ju st 
downstream from the swnmming 
area were “ mildly pollu ted with 
sew age.” 
Dr. Miles said that, in his opin­ 
ion, the river is not safe for swim ­ 
ming. 
The State School official, who 
said the old sewage treatm ent plant 
now is in operation again, said 
constru ction on the new plant will 
continu e for several months. 
Du mped Sewage 
The situ ation at the school be­ 
cam e a m atter of local concern 
abou t six weeks ago when it was 
annou nced that the institu tion was 
by-passing the old plant and du m p­ 
ing raw sewage into Rock River.
